DETECTIVE BURNS GETS 
HONORABLY AQUITTAL 


Judge Anderson in Releasing Him on 
the Charge of Kidnapping J. J. Me- 
Namara, Says An Apology Is Duo 
Him From Court Causing His Ar- 
rest. 


Indinapolis, Jan. 11—Compliment- 
ed by the federal court for having 
rendered a great service to his coun- 
try, William J. Burns, the detective, 
today was released from the charge of 


having kidnapped J. J. McNamara, 
the convicted dynamiter, All the 
charges in the indictments against 


Burns for having captured the labor 
leader in Indianapolis last April and 
taking him to California for trial were 
held to be null and void, 

“If I or this court had anything to 
do with the arrest of Mr. Burns in this 
instance, I should certainly now ten- 
der him an apology,” said Federal 
Judge A. B. Anderson, in dismissing 
the indictments brought by the county

Winnipeg, Jan, 11—That eighty-five 
per cent of the work on the national 
transcontinental Winnipeg 
and Moncton Was complete and that 


the road between Winnipeg and Prince 
Rupert would be completed next year, 
Was ihe anivuicement made today by 
the G.T.P, ‘ 

The total mileage between Winni- 
peg and Moncton is approximately 
1,805 miles. Between the two cities 
there has been laid to date by the 
railway company, including sidings, 
1,475 miles of steel, 

The mileage between Winnipeg and 
Prince Rupert is also approximately 
1,800 miles. Between Winnipeg and 
Edmenton, approximately 900 miles, 
there has been bullt a road bed of the 
highest character and trains have been 
in operatiin for a lengthy period, 

West of Edmonton there ts steel 
for a distance of 260 miles, then a 
gap of 410 miles then grade of 140 
miles, and then steel for 100 miles 
into the city of Prince Rupert,

Get New Engines.

The Grand Trunk have received in 
city during the past few days seven 
large new locomotives from the Am- 
erican Locomotive Company of . Mon- 
treal which are among the finest in 
the world, These engines have been 
bullt specially for the hauling of pas 
senger trains, and will be used on the 
main line of the Grand Trunk Pacifi 
from Fort Wiilam through to the 
Pacific coast, Bach of them is 73 Jeet 
long and Weigh over 200 tons.

K. S. Dowling Arrives in) Edmonton 
Atter Very Hazardo:.; Journey— 
Nearly Lost in Snowstorm on Jack 
Fish Lake—Walks from Fort Smith 
with Dogs ws Only Companions 


Walking hundreds of miles over 
ive and snow with two dogs as nis | 
only companions, and the thermo- 
meter at times 68 below, was the 
trying experience of FE. S. Dowling, 
a mining engineer, who “has just 
returned to Edmonton from the Arc- 
tie region. A Bulletin representa 
tive found him at the Waverley Hotel 


yesterday resting up from the 
northern trip. While he is tar from 
being a physical wreck, Mr. Dowling 
declared that he had enough of such 
experience to last him for. the re- 
mainder of the winter. 

Leaving here on May 26, 1911, Mr. | 
Dowling went to Herschel! Island and 
spent much of his time looking over 
the country 275 miles northeast of 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river. tle 
fround evidences of mineral wenlth 
in that section, Had he gone 600} 
miles further ‘north he would have 
struck the noréh pole. 

Mr, Dowling left there early in the 
all, betore’ Yeal #ota weather ‘arriv- } 
ed, Afte spending a few days at 
Fort McPherson, he proceeded south | 
1,200 miles to Fort Smith, riding in 
“a canoe most of the distance in the 
Muckenzie river, Great Slave lake and 
Slave river. 

The greatest hardship suffered by 
Mr, Dowling was when he reached 
Jack Fish lake/'300 miles horth = of 


Hdimonton. A Winding snow storm 
forced him to strike camp early one | 
evening, just before Christmas. He | 


awoke about two o'clock on the fol- 
lowing morning with a foot of snow 
on his bed covers, He had only six 
fiays’ rutions and the dogs were ex 
hausted, Under this heavy handl 
cap he was’ forced to retract his foot- 
steps. To use his own expression, 
Mr, Dowling was nearly “all in,” 
when an Indian woman rescued him 
and took him ashore. He remained 
there a few days, then resumed his | 
journey, but meantime he had frozen | 
his bze and other portions of hfs | 
face, adding very materially to the | 
sufferings endured in the frozen 
north,
